. ( 4.) But I muft tell Mr. De Foe, and thofe 
who are Mis-led by him, that the Sacredne/s 
of Kings, comes from their Office, as being 
Entrufted with the Sword of God, for the 
Civil-Government of the World, next and Im- 
-mediatly under Him. And this is Confirm'd 
to them, in the Name of God, by his Priefts 

- who Reprefent his Perfon, and whom he has 
Invefted with his Supreme Authority in things 
Relating to God. Therefore Kings are Anoin- 
ted by the Priefts of Ged, and Receive their 
Crowns from Them, that is, from God, as 
Holding from Him alone. So Kings are Sa- 
cred from their Office. Which is Confirm’d at 
their Corenation. And ia Hereditary Mo- 
narchies the Regal Right comes immediatly 
upon the Death of the Predeceffor, before Pro- 
clamation or Coronation. According to the 
Maxim of our Law, That the King never 
Dies. 1 cov’d Prove this at large from our 
Laws. In the A&® of Recognition of K. Fam. 
1. His Right is Acknowledg’d by Proximity 
of Blood, which is call’d the Law of God as 
well as of Afan. And fo his Title is own’d 
to be Gare Divino, So in the Recognition of 
Q Eliz. and others. 


(s.) But I will give one Inftance more, 
. beeaufe it is more the Vox Populi than any 
of the others. And that is the dé made 
for Proclaiming K. Char. 2. before his Re- 
froration, by. the Lords and Commons and o- 
thers of the People, after all the Argaments 
and Long Experience of Popular Government. 
And while it was Fefh in their Minds, Pll 
give it you Verbatim, becaufe the Words are 
Weighty, and Anfwer all thefe Pretences of 
De Foe and the Reft of our Popular Orators.
